LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) -

other legal round in the boiling 
controversy over racial integra­ 
tion at Central High School. 
Negro attorneys were prepared 
for another appearance in U. S. 
Dist. Judge Harry J. Lemley’s 
court, this time to ask the 74- 
year-old jurist to stay his own or­ 
der for a 2^-year suspension of 
desegregation at the big school. 
The motion for stay pending ap­ 
peal was a move to keep seven 
Negro students in classes with ap­

Acco rding to all familiar signs, the po liti­ 
cal elite in the Kremlin are go ing thro u gh 
ano ther internecine stru ggle. 
The reaso nable su ppo sitio n is that an o p­ 
po sitio n centered o n the ideas o f Stalin has 
maneu v ered itself into a po sitio n to chal­ 
lenge the ideas o f the factio n headed by 
Khru shchev , which had tried to abando n 
Stalinism. 
The co mpariso n with U.S. po litics wo u ld be 
with the intraparty stru ggles fo r ascendancy 
that go o n here inside each party . In Ru s­ 
sia. whiph has o nly o ne party , the stru ggle 
is mu ltiplied in intensity . 
Unlike the United States, where the fight 
fo r party co ntro l co mes to a tru ce perio dical­ 
ly when the two parties mu st co mpete against 
each o ther fo r po pu lar fav o r, there is no 
tru ce in the Ru ssian o ne-party sy stem. 
The So v iet Unio n’s entire po litical ex istence 
is co ncentrated in the Co mmu nist party . Co n­ 
sequ ently . the intraparty stru ggle beco mes a 
stru ggle to su rv iv e. There is no where else 
to go . 
The ex ecu tio n o f Hu ngary ’s Nagy and his 
asso ciates fo r their ro le in the u prising o f 
1956 and the increasing pressu re o n Yu go ­ 


slav ia’s Tito are signs o f a hardening o f 
Co mmu nist discipline by the Kremlin. It is 
ex pected that Po land will be nex t to feel 
the party lash, o n the Kremlin’s o rders. 
Ev entu ally , it is ex pected that Khru shchev 
will be driv en o u t o f po wer by the Stalinists, 
u nless he can find so me way to destro y them 
by Stalinist tactics o f his o wn. In either case, 
Ru ssia wo u ld be made to u ndergo ano ther 
siege o f ru thlessness. 
The qu estio n po sed by ev idence o f 
the 
Kremlin’s stru ggle is whether Ru ssia ev er 
can ex pect any thing bu t ru thlessness u nder 
o ne-party dictato rship. The faint ho pe held 
o u t by Khru shchev ’s renu nciatio n o f Stalinism 
and the so ftening o f the harshness that had 
been Stalin’s trademark is fading fast. 
The United States, which had ho ped fo r 
so mething better than Stalinism, is re-ex am­ 
ining its attitu de in the light o f so mu ch 
ev idence that Khru shchev — if he stay s in 
po wer — will hav e no thing better to o ffer. 
There is po litical o ppo sitio n in Ru ssia, as 
there is in ev ery go v ernment u nder the su n. 
The o nly difference is that in Ru ssia the o p­ 
po sitio n is co mpressed inside the o ne-party 
sy stem and cau ses an ex plo sio n in the go v ­ 
ernment whenev er it asserts itself. 


S t. Lawi’en ce S eaway Isn ’t S u ez 


Preliminary discu ssio n o f St. Lawrence 
Seaway to lls, as reco mmended by U.S. and 
Canadian co mmittees, sho ws the po ssibility 
o f angry differences o f o pinio n befo re o ffi­ 
cial schedu les can be ado pted by the U.S. 
Co ngress and the Canadian Parliament. 
Two po ssibilities in particu lar are sho o t­ 
ing o ff sparks. 
One is the hint by East Co ast po rt inter­ 
ests that to lls mu st be fo rced as high as 
po ssible to pro tect their pro fitable mo no po ly 
o n o cean shipping. 
The o ther is the bland assu mptio n by 
eastern po rt and rail interests 
that 
St. 
Lawrence Seaway to lls can be co mpared 
pro perly with to lls o n shipping that passes 
thro u gh the Su ez and Panama canals. 
St. Lawrence Seaway to lls mu st be based 
by law o n the capitalizatio n o f the sea­ 
way , itself. They mu st be designed to pay 
o perating co sts, interest o n the bo nded debt 
and the u ltimate retirement o f the debt. 
They canno t be co mpared pro perly with 
any o ther canal in ex istence o r misu sed to 
preserv e the interests o f any o ther means 
o f transpo rtatio n. 
These qu estio ns were decided o nce and 
fo r all by Co ngress in 1954. The St. Lawr­ 
ence Seaway is a jo int no npro fit enterprise 
o f the United States and Canada. As far 


as many Canadians are co ncerned, they 
wo u ld prefer to hav e it to ll-free—su ppo rted 
who lly by the go v ernment, like a pu blic 
highway . 
The United States, o n the o ther hand, is 
inclined to think o f ;t as a “to ll ro ad,’’ 
pay ing fo r itself o v er a perio d o f y ears. 
In this respect, the United States sho u ld 
hav e learned a lesso n fro m the ex perience 
o f to ll ro ads. 
There is an ex act po int where max imu m 
u se and max imu m rev enu e co me to gether. 
The Ohio Tu rnpike, fo r ex ample, did no t 
find that po int u ntil it had redu ced to lls o n 
tru cks to the po int where tru ckers co u ld no t 
affo rd to u se alternate ro u tes. 
That is the po int the to ll-setters in Wash­ 
ingto n and Ottawa mu st try to reach. They 
sho u ld no t listen to defenders o f the po rt o f 
New Yo rk, peo ple who want to make pho ny 
co mpariso ns with Su ez, o r spo kesmen fo r 
co mpeting facilities o f transpo rtatio n, all o f 
who m want the St. Lawrence Seaway to 
fail. 
Least o f all sho u ld they listen to peo ple 
who wo u ld cripple steel pro du ctio n in Ohio 
by setting su ch a high premiu m o n o re 
shipments to Lake Erie po rts that Labra­ 
do r o re wo u ld be fo rced do wn the Atlantic 
Co ast.

It mu st hav e been the strangest 
real estate deal in histo ry . 
Here was a deso late parcel o f 
land tho u sands o f miles fro m no ­ 
where. The man who o wned it fig­ 
u red it was a liability and knew 
his day s as o wner were nu mber­ 
ed. 
So he asked 10 millio n do llars 
fo r it. 
The man who wanted to bu y it 
didn’t hav e the slightest idea what 
he wo u ld do with it. He didn’t 
kno w whether the peo ple he wo rk­ 
ed fo r wo u ld appro v e. And he cer­ 
tainly didn’t kno w where he was 
go ing to get the mo ney . 
So he o ffered fiv e millio n. 
At 4 a. m. o ne March day they 
co mpro mised at ju st o v er sev en 
millio n, sat do wn at a card table 
and signed the papers that trans­ 
ferred the v ast territo ry o f Alaska 
fro m Ru ssia to the United States. 


NOW, SOME 91 y ears l a t e r , 
Alaska seems likely to beco me the 
49 th state. If she do esn’t make it 
this y ear, her backers are co nfi­ 
dent she will beco me a fu ll - fledg­ 
ed member o f the Unio n n e x t 
y ear. 
It mu st make the gentlemen in 
the Kremlin v ery u nhappy . 
Fo r $7,200,000, the U n i t e d 
States pu rchased 375,000,000 acres 
o f land — at a price o f less than 
two cents an acre. It acqu ired bil­ 
lio ns o f feet o f timber; streams 
cho ked with fish; fabu lo u sly rich 
v eins o f go ld, co pper, silv er and 
lead; tho u sands o f fu r bearing ani­ 
mals. 
A bargain? Certainly , o ne o f his­ 
to ry ’s greatest. Bu t no o ne knew 
it then. 
It was mo re than ju st a phy sical 
acqu isitio n o f land. It was an as­ 
su mptio n o f po wer that co nso lidat­ 
ed the do minant U. S. po sitio n o n 
the Pacific slo pe. And it was a 
su rrender o f po wer that saw Ru s­ 
sia abando n her strategic fo o tho ld 
in America and — fo r y ears to 
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co me -- iso late herself fro m the 
Western wo rld. 
William H. Seward, secretary o f 
state who nego tiated the deal fo r 
the United states, had no idea 
what a bu y he had made. Baro n 
Edward de Sto eckl, Ru ssian min­ 
ister in Washingto n, figu red 
he 
had co me o u t o f the deal lu cky . 


SEWARD AND de Sto eckl sign­ 
ed their agreement in Washingto n 
o n March 31, 1867. Half a y ear la­ 
ter, o n Oct. 18, a dream o f em­ 
pire died in the misty rain that 
swept acro ss Sitka, Alaska.

It Will S h ow In Th e Record 


In the clo sing mo ments o f the legislativ e 
steamro llering that gav e mo re than a millio n 
classified federal emplo y es 10 per cent pay 
raises retro activ e to last Janu ary , a handfu l 
o f dissenters spo ke u p. 
Their o ppo sitio n was fu tile, as they knew it 
wo u ld be.

I AM INCLINED to feel the 
pro po sed Right To Wo rk bill is an 
u nfair piece o f legislatio n in that

o ppo sitio n to it. The Akro n v o te 
was 11 to 1 and the Canto n v o te 
was 10 to 1. 
As I see it, the bill wo u ld make 
illegal u nio n sho p clau ses in co l­ 
lectiv e bargaining agreements. It 
wo u ld create w'hat is kno wn as 
anti-u nio n sho ps, bad medicine fo r 
Ohio . 
Three no rthern states and o n e 
so u thern — Maine, New Hamp­ 
shire, Delaware and Lo u isiana — 
tried the anti-u nio n 
sho p law 
(namely the Right To Wo rk law) 
and then tu rned aro u nd and appeal­ 
ed the legislatio n two y ears later. 
Why ? Becau se in each case it 
was disco v ered, thro u gh actu al ex ­ 
perience, that the law was “dis­ 
criminato ry and detrimental to the 
eco no my o f the state”. 
Let’s co nsider a few basic facts. 
The av erage inco me o f the so u th­ 
ern states which are saddled with 
Right To Wo rk laws and anti - 
u nio n sho p laws is o nly $1,361, 
so me $793 a y ear less than in the 
state o f Ohio . 
To day the inco me o f ev ery Ohio 
citizen ranks in the to p high - 
inco me states o f o u r natio n. Ou r 
y early per capita inco me is $2,1.54. 
Sho u ld Ohio be su bjected to t h e 
Right To Wo rk law, o r anti-u nio n 
sho p laws, this high inco me cer­ 
tainly wo u ld be threatened. 


LOWERING OF this high inco me 
wo u ld be bad fo r the state — bu s­ 
inessmen, farmers, merchants, the 
pro fessio ns, tlie ho memakers, wage 
earners—ju st abo u t ev ery eco ­ 
no mic gro u p. 
The Right To Wo rk law wo u ld 
weaken labo r and labo r u nio ns. 
And this sho u ld nev er happen 
when the price is eco no mic stag­ 
natio n, which is bo u nd to halt the 
gro wth o f Ohio ’s eco no my . 
The bu sinessinan sho u ld realize 
that labo r is his cu sto mer, that 
the wo rking peo ple o f Ohio are 
the co nsu mers o f the go o ds and 
serv ices pro du ced by farm and 
facto ry , the pro fessio ns and the 
serv dce indu stries. 
Bu sinessmen sho u ld be aware o f 
the fact that what labo r receiv es 
labo r spends. This is tru e amo ng 
the wo rking pecó le at the lo west 
lev el o f the eco no mic ladder. Sta­ 
tistics bear o u t the fact that fam­ 
ilies with mo re than $5,000 annu al 
dispo sal inco me spend less than 50 
per cent o f their inco me o n shelter, 
fo o d and clo thing, while families 
with less than $2,000 annu al inco me 
spend 73 per cent o n these items. 
Au tho ritativ e statistics co nclu ­ 
siv ely demo nstrate that wo rkers as 
a class directly spend a great nu m­ 
ber o f their do llars o n co nsu mer 
go o ds than do any o ther gro u p. 
By u ndermining Ohio ’s generally 
accepted co llectiv e bargaining prin­ 
ciples, wages wo u ld fall. Less wag­ 
es fo r Ohio wo rkers wo u ld restrict 
co nsu mer pu rchasing po wer a n d 
bring abo u t the prev io u sly -mentio n­ 
ed eco no mic stagnatio n. 
To su m it u p, almo st ev ery eco ­ 
no mic gro u p in Ohio is go ing to 
lo se if the Right To Wo rk bill 
beco mes a law. The o peratio n o f 
state go v ernment wo u ld be cu rtail­ 
ed by lack o f rev enu e and the 
co mparativ ely peacefu l indu strial 
relatio ns in the state wo u ld bo 
placed in jeo pardy . 
In clo sing, I wo u ld like to re­ 
qu est to keep Ohio gro wing. I sin­ 
cerely ho pe this info rmatio n will 
help o u r city co u ncilmen who cast 
the dissenting v o tes to beco me 
familiar with the facts as present­ 
ed.

has receiv ed fo r his perso nal u se 
gifts to taling tho u sands o f do llars. 
He tried, in his news co nference 
last week, to say when it is and 
isn’t all right fo r a man in pu blic 
o ffice to accept gifts. The line he 
drew was far fro m sharp o r dis­ 
tinct. 
May be su ch a line can’t be 
drawn. Bu t becau se it hasn’t been 
drawn 
bo th 
Eisenho wer 
and 
Adams, his chief assistant, find 
themselv es in co ntradicto ry po si­ 
tio ns. 
If a clear line can’t be drawn 
it wo u ld seem any man in pu blic 
o ffice sho u ld lean o v er backwards 
—way o v er backwards—to av o id 
do ing any thing which might em­ 
barrass him o r the go v ernment o r 
cau se su spicio n. 
This is what Eisenho wer said: 
“The circu mstances su rro u nding 
the inno cent receipt by a pu blic 
o fficial o f any gifts are therefo re 
impo rtant, so that the pu blic may 
clearly distingu ish between inno ­ 
cent and gu ilty actio n. 
*‘Amo ng these 
circu mstances 
are the character and repu tatio n 
o f the indiv idu al, the reco rd o f 
his su bsequ ent actio ns, and ev i­ 
dence o f intent o r lack o f intent 
to ex ert u ndu e influ ence.”

2. Sho u ld a man in pu blic o ffice

a fav o r—let himself be in the po si­ 
tio n o f refu sing to do fo r an indi­ 
v idu al who gav e him a gift so me­ 
thing 
he’d 
freely 
do 
fo r 
a 
stranger? 
A man in pu blic o ffice co u ld 
easily av o id bo th dilemmas -• 
dilemmas with which he sho u ld 
nev er hav e to be co nfro nted — by 
refu sing gifts fro m any o ne who 
has o r might hav e any bu siness 
with the go v ernment. 
When Bernard Go ldfine, Adams’ 
gift-giv ing friend, a bu sinessman, 
go t into tro u ble with a federal 
agency , he went to Adams in the 
White Ho u se to find o u t why . 
Adams go t the info rmatio n fo r 
him, info rmatio n which a Ho u se 
su bco mmittee lawy er said it was 
against the law to rev eal. 
Then Adams o ffered this co n­ 
tradicto ry ex planatio n o f his co n­ 
du ct: 
He said what he did fo r Go ld- 
fine—getting the info rmatio n fro m 
the agency — was the kind o f 
ro u ting thing he o r his staff wo u ld 
do fo r any o ne who came to him. 
Bu t at the same time he co nceded 
may be his ju dgment was bad. 
At his news co nference Eisen­ 
ho wer, while describing Adams as

ka mo re than 30 y ears befo re thi 
13 American c o 1 o n i e • rebelled 
against the ru le o f England’s King 
Geo rge III. 
They were hu nting sea o tters o ff 
the Califo rnia co ast when no white 
man had v entu red west o f the Mis­ 
so u ri Riv er. They were the Hawai­ 
ian Islands while the United States 
was still licking the wo u nds o f the 
War o f 1812. 
There was no o ne to say them 
nay in Alaska, sav e the primitiv e 
nativ es who were so o n su bdu ed. 
There was no o ne to say them 
nay in Califo rnia, sav e the u nimag­ 
inativ e and lightly armed Span­ 
iards, who had no idea o f the v al­ 
u e o f the land they o ccu pied. 
Yet the Ru ssians merely mark­ 
ed time while Americans pu shed 
relentlessly westward and po ssess­ 
ed Califo rnia at almo st the v ery 
ho u r in histo ry it rev ealed wealth 
that staggered the imaginatio n. 


THEY MARKED time in Alas­ 
ka u ntil it became apparent that 
St. Petersbu rg co u ld no lo nger 
maintain her meager co lo nies and 
that it wo u ld be better to sell o u t 
than be fo rced o u t. 
The last Ru ssians left Ft. Ro ssi- 
y a Dec. 30, 1841. In ano ther 25 
y ears the Ru ssian cro wn reco g­ 
nized “the manifest destiny

America” and o pened nego tiatio ns 
to sell Alaska to the United States. 
A bitter pill indeed fo r 
t h e 
gho sts o f Rezano v , Barano v and 
Ku sko v . An iro nic climax to o ne

Ru ssia began its mo v e to the 
Pacific abo u t 1576 — a half cen­ 
tu ry befo re the Pilgrims landed at 
Ply mo u th Ro ck. 
In 66 y ears, the twinkling o f an 
ey e as histo ry measu res time, they 
pu shed eastward nearly 6 ,000 miles 
to the Sea o f Okho tsk, which 
po u nds the sho res o f Japan and 
the Ku rile Islands.

The 
co st o f ru nning this staff is ex ­ 
pected to reach $3,400.000 du ring 
the cu rrent fiscal y ear.

Franklin D. Ro o sev elt by 1945 had 
a “brain tru st” o f 14; Herbert 
Ho o v er, an intimate gro u p o f fiv e.

An essential part o f Adam’s jo b 
is to handle the special pleaders 
—co ngressmen, ex ecu tiv e o fficials 
and influ ential indiv idu als. He go t 
the assignment as a resu lt o f the 
v ast reo rganizatio n o f the presi­ 
dential o ffice that started when 
Eisenho wer to o k o ffice. As a high 
aide pu t it in 1953: 
“Ike’s idea is that the president 
sho u ld rid himself o f pressu res, 
sho u ld no t be an o perating branch 
o f go v ernment where labo r dis­ 
pu tes, Civ il Aero nau tics Bo ard de­ 
cisio ns and administrativ e details 
o f all v arieties are handled. His 
White Ho u se is a place where na­ 
tio nal po licies will be wo rked o u t 
and all else ex clu ded.'* 


THEY APPARENTLY are ex - 
elu ded becau se Adams handles 
them himself o r thro u gh the staff. 
The best kno wn “assistant presi­ 
dents” o f the past. Co l. Ho u se du r­ 
ing Wo o dro w Wilso n’s tenu re and 
Harry Ho pkins du ring the perio d 
o f Franklin Ro o sev elt, were special 
tro u ble-sho o ters who co u ld break 
acro ss the regu lar lines o f co m­ 
mu nicatio ns in the e x e c u t i v e 
branch. Adams sits o n the switch 
o n the train o f co mmu nicatio ns. 
Co nsequ ently , President Eisen­ 
ho wer has delegated mo re au tho r­ 
ity and has mo re free time than 
any 
president s i n c e 
Calv in 
Co o lidge. 
Adams, in Ju ly 1953, said his 


fu nctio n was “neither to fu nctio n- 
alize o r institu tio nalize bu t, rather 
to departmentalize.” 
In handling this fu nctio n o f “de­ 
partmentalizing,” Adams is the 
o nly man in the White Ho u se who 
has the au tho rity in the Presi­ 
dent’s absence to direct the v ari­ 
o u s agencies to take actio n. 
Essentially , this fu nctio n is real­ 
ly two : The Wh ite Ho u se staff act­ 
u ally takes so me o f the adminis­ 
trativ e actio ns requ ired o f the o f­ 
fice o f chief ex ecu tiv e and It rep­ 
resents the President In dealing 
with mo st indiv idu als. 
The o ther impo rtant o peratio n o f 
Adams and co mpany is to analy ze 
pro blems o f po licy and 
to pro v ide 
the President with co ncise alterna­ 
tiv es fo r actio n. 
So me members o f the White 
Ho u se staff and so me Cabinet o f­ 
ficers can manage to get to the 
President 
witho u t 
interference 
fro m Adams. 


AMONG THESE are the special­ 
ists su ch as Press Officer James 
Hagerty , legislativ e liaiso n man, 
Maj. Gen. Wilto n (Jerry ) Perso ns, 
Eco no mic Aide Gabriel Hau ge, 
Science Adv iser Dr. James Killian 
Jr. and Secretary o f State Jo hn 
Fo ster Du lles. 
Bu t, mo re and mo re, ev en these 
to p o perato rs are wo rking thro u gh 
the White Ho u se staff and the Cabi­ 
net rather than taking their pro b­ 
lems straight to the President’s o f­ 
fice. 
The new Cabinet sy stem, in­ 
stitu ted by Max Rabb and no w be­ 
ing refined by his su ccesso r, Ro b­ 
ert Gray , pro v ides a metho d fo r 
gro u p reso lu tio n o f majo r po licy 
pro blems when time is av ailable. 
The sy stem inv o lv es fo rmalized 
presentatio ns, o ften as carefu lly 
rehearsed as a telev isio n perfo rm­ 
ance, o f the pro blem and alterna­ 
tiv e so lu tio ns. And the President 
u su ally fo llo ws the majo rity de­ 
cisio n made 
after the presen­ 
tatio ns. 
Mo st o f the issu es that co me be­ 
fo re the 19 -member Cabinet ses­ 
sio ns cu t acro ss department lines 
and are in the area o f do mestic 
affairs. Defense and fo reign po licy 
matters u su ally are handled, if 
time permits, in similar fashio n 
by the smaller Natio nal Secu rity 
Co u ncil. 
.That leav es to Adams the “de­ 
tail wo rk.” 
As Rep. Oren Harris (D-Ark) 
chairman o f the co mmittee, po int­ 
ed o u t, Adams’ du ties “are tre­ 
mendo u s. Yo u r actio ns hav e far- 
reaching effects.”

slavia’s Tito are signs of a hardening of 
Communist discipline by the Kremlin. It is 
expected that Poland will be next to feel 
the party lash, on the Kremlin’s orders. 
Eventually, it is expected that Khrushchev 
will be driven out of power by the Stalinists, 
unless he can find some way to destroy them 
by Stalinist tactics of his own. In either case, 
Russia would be made to undergo another 
siege of ruthlessness. 
The question posed by evidence of 
the 
Kremlin’s struggle is whether Russia ever 
can expect anything but ruthlessness under 
one-party dictatorship. The faint hope held 
out by Khrushchev’s renunciation of Stalinism 
and the softening of the harshness that had 
been Stalin’s trademark is fading fast. 
The United States, which had hoped for 
something better than Stalinism, is re-exam­ 
ining its attitude in the light of so much 
evidence that Khrushchev — if he stays in 
power — will have nothing better to offer. 
There is political opposition in Russia, as 
there is in every government under the sun. 
The only difference is that in Russia the op­ 
position is compressed inside the one-party 
system and causes an explosion in the gov­ 
ernment whenever it asserts itself. 


According to all familiar signs, the politi­ 
cal elite in the Kremlin are going through 


another internecine struggle. 
The reasonable supposition is that an op­ 
position centered on the ideas of Stalin has 
maneuvered itself into a position to chal­ 
lenge the ideas of the faction headed by 
Khrushchev, which had tried to abandon 
Stalinism. 
The comparison with U.S. politics would be 
with the Intraparty struggles for ascendancy 
that go on here inside each party. In Rus­ 
sia, whiyh has only one party, the struggle 
is multiplied in intensity. 
Unlike the United States, where the fight 
for party control comes to a truce periodical­ 
ly when the two parties must compete against 
each other for popular favor, there is no 
truce in the Russian one-party system. 
The Soviet Union’s entire political existence 
is concentrated in the Communist party. Con­ 
sequently. the intraparty struggle becomes a 
struggle to survive. There is nowhere else 
to go. 
The execution of Hungary’s Nagy and his 
associates for their role in the uprising of 
1956 and the increasing pressure on Yugo- 


St. Lawrence Seaway Isn't Suez 


Preliminary discussion of St. Law'rence 
Seaway tolls, as recommended by U.S. and 
Canadian committees, shows the possibility 
of angry differences of opinion before offi­ 
cial schedules can be adopted by the U.S. 
Congress and the Canadian Parliament. 
TVo possibilities in particular are shoot­ 
ing off sparks. 
One is the hint by East Coast port inter­ 
ests that tolls must be forced as high as 
possible to protect their profitable monopoly 
on ocean shipping. 
The other is the bland assumption by 
eastern port and rail interests 
that 
St. 
Lawrence Seaway tolls can be compared 
properly with tolls on shipping that passes 
through the Suez and Panama canals. 
St. Lawrence Seaway tolls must be based 
by law on the capitalization of the sea­ 
way, itself. They must be designed to pay 
operating costs, interest on the bonded debt 
and the ultimate retirement of the debt. 
They cannot be compared properly with 
any other canal in existence or misused to 
preserve the interests of any other means 
of transportation. 
These questions were decided once and 
for all by Congress in 1954. The St. Lawr­ 
ence Seaway is a joint nonprofit enterprise 
of the United States and Canada. As far 


as many Canadians are concerned, they 
would prefer to have it toll-free—supported 
w’holly by the government, like a public 
highway. 
The United States, on the other hand, is 
inclined to think of jt as a “toll road,” 
paying for itself over a period of years. 
In this respect, the United States should 
have learned a lesson from the experience 
of toll roads. 
There :s an exact point where maximum 
use and maximum revenue come together. 
The Ohio Turnpike, for example, did not 
find that point until it had reduced tolls on 
trucks to the point where truckers could not 
afford to use alternate routes. 
That is the point the toll-setters in Wash­ 
ington and Ottawa must try to reach. They 
should not listen to defenders of the port of 
New York, people who want to make phony 
comparisons with Suez, or spokesmen for 
competing facilities of transportation, all of 
whom want the St. Lawrence Seaway to 
fail. 
Least of all should they listen to people 
who would cripple steel production in Ohio 
by setting such a high premium on ore 
shipments to Lake Erie ports that Labra­ 
dor ore would be forced down the Atlantic 
Coast.

It must have been the strangest 
real estate deal in history. 
Here was a desolate parcel of 
land thousands of miles from no­ 
where. The man who owned it fig­ 
ured it was a liability and knew 
his days as owner were number­ 
ed. 
So he asked IO million dollars 
for it. 
The man who wanted to buy it 
didn’t have the slightest idea what 
he would do with it. He didn’t 
know whether the people he work­ 
ed for would approve. And he cer­ 
tainly didn’t know where he was 
going to get the money. 
So he offered five million. 
At 4 a. rn. one March day they 
compromised at just over seven 
million, sat down at a card table 
and signed the papers that trans­ 
ferred the vast territory of Alaska 
from Russia to the United States. 


NOW, SOME 91 years l a t e r , 
Alaska seems likely to become the 
49th state. If she doesn’t make it 
this year, her backers are confi­ 
dent she will become a full - fledg­ 
ed member of the Union n e x t 
year. 
It must make the gentlemen in 
the Kremlin very unhappy. 
For $7,200,000, 
the 
U n i t e d 
States purchased 375,000,000 acres 
of land — at a price of less than 
two cents an acre. It acquired bil­ 
lions of feet of timber; streams 
choked with fish; fabulously rich 
veins of gold, copper, silver and 
lead; thousands of fur bearing ani­ 
mals. 
A bargain? Certainly, one of his­ 
tory’s greatest. But no one knew 
it then. 
It was more than just a physical 
acquisition of land. It was an as­ 
sumption of power that consolidat­ 
ed the dominant U. S. position on 
the Pacific slope. And it was a 
surrender of power that saw Rus­ 
sia abandon her strategic foothold 
in America and — for years to 
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come — isolate herself from the 
Western world. 
William H. Seward, secretary of 
state who negotiated the deal for 
the United states, had no idea 
what a buy he had made. Baron 
Edward de Stoeckl, Russian min­ 
ister in Washington, figured 
he 
had come out of the deal lucky. 


SEWARD AND de Stoeckl sign­ 
ed their agreement in Washington 
on March 31, 1867. Half a year la­ 
ter, on Oct. 18, a dream of em­ 
pire died in the misty rain that 
swept across Sitka, Alaska. 
Capt. Alexei Pestchourov, com­ 
missioner of the Czar, barked an 
order. The double eagle emblem 
of Imperial Russia moved slowly 
down the flagpole, then caught in 
the halyards. 
A Russian ensign scrambled up 
the pole, tore the flag loose, and

“Freedom of Choice” bill during 
the Council meeting June 16. 
I feel that the proposed legisla - 
tion would be a detriment to all 
if it becomes law. I must agree 
the bill is labeled correctly (right 
to work). Yes, so right that it will 
give the worker the right to work 
for starvation wages should it be­ 
come law. 
It also is labeled correctly as 
Freedom of Choice, since it would 
give the employer freedom of 
choice to do with the worker as 
he pleases and lower the workers’ 
present standard of living to where 
it was 25 years ago. 


I AM INCLINED to feel the 
proposed Right To Work bill is an 
unfair piece of legislation in that 
the city councils of Akron and 
Canton stood up to be counted in 
opposition to it. The Akron vote 
was ll to I and the Canton vote 
was IO to I. 
As I see it, the bill would make 
illegal union shop clauses in col­ 
lective bargaining agreements. It 
would create what is known as 
ar.ti-union shops, bad medicine for 
Ohio. 
Three northern states and o n e 
southern — Maine, New Hamp­ 
shire, Delaware and Louisiana —■ 
tried 
the 
anti-union 
shop 
law 
(namely the Right To Work law) 
and then turned around and appeal­ 
ed the legislation two years later. 
Why? Because in each case it 
was discovered, through actual ex­ 
perience, that the law was “dis­ 
criminatory and detrimental to the 
economy of the state”. 
Let’s consider a few basic facts. 
The average income of the south­ 
ern states which are saddled with 
Right To Work laws and anti - 
union shop laws is only $1,361, 
some $793 a year less than in the 
state of Ohio. 
Today the income of every Ohio 
citizen ranks in the top high - 
income states of our nation. Our 
yearly per capita income is $2,154. 
Should Ohio be subjected to t h e 
Right To Work law, or anti-union 
shop laws, this high income cer­ 
tainly would be threatened. 


LOWERING OF this high income 
would be bad for the state —- bus­ 
inessmen, farmers, merchants, the 
professions, tile homemakers, wage 
earners—just about every eco­ 
nomic group. 
The Right To Work law would 
weaken labor and labor unions. 
And this should never happen 
when the price is economic stag­ 
nation, which is bound to halt the 
growth of Ohio’s economy. 
The businessman should realize 
that labor is his customer, that 
the working people of Ohio are 
the consumers of the goods and 
services produced by farm and 
factory, the professions and the 
service industries. 
Businessmen should be aware of 
the fact that what labor receives 
labor spends. This is true among 
the working people at the lowest 
level of the economic ladder. Sta­ 
tistics bear out the fact that fam­ 
ilies with more than $5,000 annual 
disposal income spend less than 50 
per cent of their income on shelter, 
food and clothing, while families 
with less than $2,000 annual income 
spend 73 per cent on these items. 
Authoritative statistics conclu­ 
sively demonstrate that workers as 
a class directly spend a great num­ 
ber of their dollars on consumer 
goods than do any other group. 
By undermining Ohio’s generally 
accepted collective bargaining prin­ 
ciples, wages would fall. Less wag­ 
es for Ohio workers would restrict 
consumer purchasing power a n d 
bring about the previously-mention­ 
ed economic stagnation. 
To sum it up, almost every eco­ 
nomic group in Ohio is going to 
lose if the Right To Work bill 
becomes a law. The operation of 
state government would be curtail­ 
ed by lack of revenue and the 
comparatively peaceful industrial 
relations in the state would be 
placed in jeopardy. 
In closing, I would like to re­ 
quest to keep Ohio growing. I sin­ 
cerely hope this information will 
help our city councilmen who cast 
the dissenting votes 
to become

THE^JE MEN were empire build­ 
ers denied their tools, architects 
of expansion whose plans died on 
the drawing board. Had their vis­ 
ions and energies been shared in 
the courts of the czars in St. Pe­ 
tersburg, Alaska might yet belong 
to Russia; 
Northern 
California, 
Oregon and Washington might to­ 
day be under the hammer and 
sickle. 
It is a paradoxical picture that 
history paints of Russia’s brave 
drive from the Volga to the Yukon, 
and her subsequent timid with­ 
drawal into her massive Siberian 
shell. 
Russia’s pioneers were in Alas­ 


ka more than 30 years before th* 
13 American C o l o n i e * rebelled 
against the rule of England’s King 
George IIL 
They were hunting sea otters off 
the California coast when no white 
man had ventured west of the Mis­ 
souri River. They were the Hawai­ 
ian Islands while the United States 
was still licking the wounds of the 
War of 1812. 
There was no one to say them 
nay in Alaska, save the primitive 
natives who were soon subdued. 
There was no one to say them 
nay in California, save the unimag­ 
inative and lightly armed Span­ 
iards, who had no idea of the val­ 
ue of the land they occupied. 
Yet the Russians merely mark­ 
ed time while Americans pushed 
relentlessly westward and possess­ 
ed California at almost the very 
hour in history it revealed wealth 
that staggered the imagination. 


THEY MARKED time in Alas­ 
ka until it became apparent that 
St. 
Petersburg could 
no longer 
maintain her meager colonies and 
that it would be better to sell out 
than be forced out. 
The last Russians left Ft. Rossi- 
ya Dec. 30, 1841. In another 25 
years the Russian crown recog­ 
nized “the manifest destiny 
of 
America” and opened negotiations 
to sell Alaska to the United States. 
A bitter pill indeed for 
t h e 
ghosts of Rezanov, Baranov and 
Kuskov. An ironic climax to one 
of the great pioneering stories of 
all time. 
Russia began its move to the 
Pacific about 1576 — a half cen­ 
tury before the Pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock. 
In 66 years, the twinkling of an 
eye as history measures time, they 
pushed eastward nearly 6.000 miles 
to the Sea of Okhotsk, which 
pounds the shores of Japan and 
the Kurile Islands. 
By comparison, it took the Amer­ 
icans nearly two c e n t u r i e s to 
span about 
half that 
distance, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

THIRTY YEARS AGO - Dam­ 
age estimated at $50,000 was caus­ 
ed by a heavy rain which flooded 
streets, crippled streetcar service 
and blocked highways in the dis­ 
trict.

office should lean over backwards 
—way over backwards—to avoid 
doing anything which might em­ 
barrass him or the government or 
cause suspicion. 
This is what Eisenhower said: 
“The circumstances surrounding 
the innocent receipt by a public 
official of any gifts are therefore 
important, so that the public may 
clearly distinguish between inno­ 
cent and guilty action. 
“Among 
these 
circumstances 
are the character and reputation 
of the individual, the record of 
his subsequent actions, and evi­ 
dence of intent or lack of intent 
to exert undue influence.” 
But this explanation overlooks 
some very human 
and 
subtle 
questions: 
1. Would a man in public office, 
intentionally 
or 
not, 
be 
more 
favorably inclined to do something 
or decide something or use his in­ 
fluence for a person who gives 
him something than for one who 
doesn’t? 
2. Should a man in public office 
—for fear of appearing to return 
a favor—let himself be in the posi­ 
tion of refusing to do for an indi­ 
vidual who gave him a gift some­ 
thing 
he’d 
freely 
do 
for 
a 
stranger? 
A man in public office could 
easily avoid both dilemmas - 
dilemmas with which he should 
never have to be confronted — by 
refusing gifts from anyone who 
has or might have any business 
with the government. 
When Bernard Goldfine, Adams’ 
gift-giving friend, a businessman, 
got into trouble with a federal 
agency, he went to Adams in the 
White House to find out why. 
Adams got the information for 
him. information which a House 
subcommittee lawyer said it was 
against the law to reveal. 
Then Adams offered this con­ 
tradictory explanation of his con­ 
duct: 
He said what he did for Gold- 
fine—getting the information from 
the agency — was the kind of 
routing thing he or his staff would 
do for anyone who came to him. 
But at the same time he conceded 
maybe his judgment was bad. 
At his news conference Eisen­ 
hower, while describing Adams as 
“imprudent.” announced at the 
same time he would keep him be­ 
cause “I need him.” 
Eisenhower certainly has need­ 
ed Adams. It’s because of Adams’ 
long and dedicated hours at his 
desk—taking a lot of the load off 
Eisenhower—that Eisenhower has 
had so much time to himself, in­ 
cluding time for golf. 


Presidential Assistant Sherman 
Adams has under his command 
the largest staff in White House 
history to handle the “legion” of 
requests that he told a congres­ 
sional committee come to his desk. 
Adams said his calls to regula­ 
tory agencies for Boston industrial­ 
ist Bernard Goldfine were a “rou­ 
tine matter.” It was “part and 
parcel of practically our daily 
duties,” he contended. 
Almost 400 persons now make up 
the total White House staff to 
handle such duties. The figure in­ 
cludes regular civil service work­ 
ers and 46 members of Presided 
Eisenhower’s personal staff. The 
cost of running this staff is ex­ 
pected to reach $3,400,000 during 
the current fiscal year. 
President 
Harry 
Truman, 
in 
1952, had a White House staff of 
262, with 15 on his personal staff. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt by 1945 had 
a “brain trust” of 14; Herbert 
Hoover, an intimate group of five. 


BY 
ADAMS 
ACCOUNT, 
the 
White House needs the manpower. 
He told the committee, “I try to 
see to it that every' person who 
calls the White House has a reply 
if that reply involves a legitimate 
question or request.” 
The presidential assistant gave 
the committee a rare insight into 
the inner workings of the presi­ 
dent’s office. 
Even requests that prompt per­ 
sonal calls from Adams to the com­ 
missioner of one of the so-called in­ 
dependent regulatory agencies are 
not rare. Adams can make so 
many, he explained, because “it 
doesn’t take me very long to make 
a telephone call.” 
What kind of information does a 
W’hite House staffman solicit when 
he makes such a call? He seeks 
the answer, Adams indicated, to 
this question: “What can I say to 
the person who makes inquiry to 
me?” 
The manner in which the White 
House acts, he said, “is a result 
of a rather long history of routine. 
Whether that is wise or not I would 
consider subject to consideration 
by your committee.” 
An essential part of Adam’s job 
is to handle the special pleaders 
—congressmen, executive officials 
and influential individuals. He got 
the assignment as a result of the 
vast reorganization of the presi­ 
dential office that started when 
Eisenhower took office. As a high 
aide put it in 1953: 
“Ike’s idea is that the president 
should rid himself of pressures, 
should not be an operating branch 
of government where labor dis­ 
putes. Civil Aeronautics Board de­ 
cisions and administrative details 
of all varieties are handled. His 
White House is a place where na­ 
tional policies will be worked out 
and all else excluded.” 


THEY APPARENTLY are ex - 
eluded 
because Adams handles 
them himself or through the staff. 
The best known “assistant presi­ 
dents” of the past, Col. House dur­ 
ing Woodrow Wilson’s tenure and 
Harry Hopkins during the period 
of Franklin Roosevelt, were special 
trouble-shooters who could break 
across the regular lines of com­ 
munications in the e x e c u t i v e 
branch. Adams sits on the switch 
on the train of communications. 
Consequently, President Eisen­ 
hower has delegated more author­ 
ity and has more free time than 
any 
president 
s i n c e 
Calvin 
Coolidge. 
Adams, in July 1953, said hi* 


function was “neither to function- 
alize or institutionalize but, rather 
to departmentalize.” 
In handling this function of “de­ 
partmentalizing,” Adams is the 
only man in the White House who 
has the authority in the Presi­ 
dent’s absence to direct the vari­ 
ous agencies to take action. 
Essentially, this function is real­ 
ly two: The White House staff act­ 
ually takes some of the adminis­ 
trative actions required of the of­ 
fice of chief executive and it rep­ 
resents the President in dealing 
with most individuals. 
The other important operation of 
Adams and company is to analyze 
problems of policy and to provide 
the President with concise alterna­ 
tives for action. 
Some members of the White 
House staff and some Cabinet of­ 
ficers can manage to get to the 
President 
without 
interference 
from Adams. 


AMONG THESE are the special­ 
ists such as Press Officer James 
Hagerty, legislative liaison man, 
Maj. Gen. Wilton (Jerry) Persons, 
Economic Aide Gabriel Hauge, 
Science Adviser Dr. James Killian 
Jr. and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. 
But, more and more, even these 
top operators are working through 
the White House staff and the Cabi­ 
net rather than taking their prob­ 
lems straight to the President’s of­ 
fice. 
The new Cabinet system, in­ 
stituted by Max Rabb and now be­ 
ing refined by his successor, Rob­ 
ert Gray, provides a method for 
group resolution of major policy 
problems when time is available. 
The system involves formalized 
presentations, often as carefully 
rehearsed as a television perform­ 
ance, of the problem and alterna­ 
tive solutions. And the President 
usually follows the majority de­ 
cision 
made 
after the presen­ 
tations. 
Most of the issues that come be­ 
fore the 19-member Cabinet ses­ 
sions cut across department lines 
and are in the area of domestic 
affairs. Defense and foreign policy 
matters usually are handled, if 
time permits, in similar fashion 
by the smaller National Security 
Council. 
.That leaves to Adams the “de­ 
tail work.” 
As Rep. Oren Harris 
(D-Ark) 
chairman of the committee, point­ 
ed out, Adams’ duties “are tre­ 
mendous. Your actions have far­ 
reaching effects.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — A two- 
y ear study concludes that a full- 
scale reform movement is needed 
to 
raise 
American 
education 
standards to the needs of modern 
times. 
A report by the Rock efeller 
Brothers Fund. Inc., called Sun­ 
day night for immediate and far- 
reaching changes in the nation’s 
educational sy stem—not just more 
money . 
The report echoed oft-repeated 
statements that American schools 
a r e 
overcrowded, 
understaffed 
and ill-equipped. It said the basic 
problem is one of providing more 
money but that other things must 
be done too. 
The 
report 
suggested 
these 
steps: 
1. Testing and guidance proce­ 
dures must be strengthened to 
push along more talented students 
who may be held back by aver­ 
age or slow groups. 
2. Some educational problems 
“gravely affecting the national in­ 
terest” 
may require a helping 
hand from the federal govern 
ment. 
3. National leaders must grasp 
the scope of the job that lies 
ahead. 
“Perhaps the greatest problem 
facing American education is the 
widely held view that all we re­ 
quire are a few more teachers, 
a few more buildings, a little 
more money ,” said the report. 
The crisis in science education, 
the report said, “is not an inven­ 
tion of the newspapers, or scien­ 
tists or the Pentagon. It is a real 
crisis.” 
It has all been brought about, 
the group said, by man’s swift 
plunge into a new technological 
era that is bringing changes “so 
startling as to test to the utmost 
our adaptive capacities, our sta­ 
bility and our wisdom.”
